Why Hinges, and How 


through. This is a very common evil,, name “hinge” though unhappy, and 


N a recent article in Linn’s we find 
the following argument advanced 
in favor of left hand mounting. 
This author says, “With the usual 
right side of the page mounting 
the stamps hang down like ornaments 
on a Christmas tree when the page is 
turned, creasing or breaking the 
stamps unless great care is used.” 

This brings to the mind of the 
writer a matter I have long wished to 
comment on. I have been criticised 
and contradicted on account of my 
stand but still maintain that the pre- 
vailing practice of mounting stamps 
so that they CANNOT hang down like 
ornaments on the well known tree is 
all wrong, venerable authority not- 
withstanding. 

If it is essential to mount the stamp 
so that the “hinge” may function as 
a hinge is supposed to it must pro- 
tect well beyond the extreme point 
of the perforations. Otherwise the 
perfs become bent and worn with use 
of the hinge as a hinge. And yet, if 
we do allow the hinge to project we 
render the page unsightly, at least 
to my way of thinking. To follow 
this practice and still have the page 
look like anything each hinge must be 
folded at a uniform distance above 
the perforations and exactly in line 
with the top of the stamp. Otherwise 
the page looks slovenly, yet how often 
do you see a page thus matriculously 
mounted? Rather, I think, realizing 
the unsightliness of the projecting 
hinges the average collector seeks to 
keep them hidden or at least with the 
fold just below the point of the per- 
forations thus putting a strain on 
them as above mentioned. Even when 
the mounter is very particular not to 
allow the gummed surface of the 
hinge to adhere to the perfs it is hu- 
manly impossible to prevent it in all 
eases. The perfs do adhere and in 
removing in any way except by the 
use of steam or water are bound to 
be damaged. We have all seen other- 
wise fine stamps that have been dam- 
aged in this way from the series of 
mountings that they -have gone

BJORNSON, PEASANT WRITER 


BY MONTGOMERY MULFORD 


ORWAY has a habit of issu- 

ing special postage stamps in- 

cluding, with the portrait of 

her heroes, a facsimile of each 

hero’s signature. The recent 
issue, of four stamps, for Bjornstjerne 
Bjornson is an example, in a new 
issue. 








The signature of Bjornson appears 
at the top of the designs, above the 
portrait of the white-haired hero. Nor- 
way has thus established a custom in 
commemoratives. 





This hero was born in 18382, and 
became a dramatist, poet, and writer. 
His works are not so well-known in 
America, but they are not unknown 
throughout the world. He made a 
name for himself with the publica- 
tion of “Sigurd the Batard” which 
drew favorable attention to himself. 
Bjornson died in 1910, and the pres- 
ent commemorative, with the date 
“1832” as well as “1932”, celebrates 
the centennary of his death. 

This man began writing when a uni- 
versity student and soon thereafter 
had established a reputation. In a 
collection of stamps such as this is- 
sue, the stamp collector will form a 
most appealing album when he anno- 
tates it with brief notes as to the sig- 
nificance of the stamp and some of 
the story, at least, of the design of 
the stamp. 

Bjornson deserves to be honored by 
special commemoratives. His work 
was chiefly on peasant life in Nor- 
way which made him famous; his por- 
trayal of the people he knew so well 
was considered accurate and life-like, 
It is time that we honored such men 
in preference to the warriors of a 
land. Norway is taking a welcome 
lead in this sort of thing.

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this operation becomes necessary by 
firmly grasping the stamp between 
the tongs well in the middle of the 
stamp and with the right hand edge 
of the contact touching the fold in 
the mount and gently rolling the 
tongs over toward the left as you lift 
the stamp from the page. Thus any 
damage resulting is at the expense 
of the page, rather than the stamp. 


In remounting the stamp it is not 
always necessary or advisable to use 
a new mount. If the old mount comes 
free from the stamp without any un- 
due strain well and good, but if the 
mount is firmly established it is bet- 
ter to regum the album side if the 
original gum is al] used up. This may 
be done with a drop of pure gum 
Arabic, or rather a small fraction of 
a drop, but may also be done by 
transferring some of the gum from 
a new mount, which is the habitual 
practice of the writer. By slightly 
moistening the new mount and rub- 
bing the gummed surface expertly 
over the tip of the old one while 
grasping the stamp between the 
thumb and index finger of the left 
hand with the mount bent over 
against the finger this can easily be 
done.

Bend 
the mount backwards creasing it 
somewhat near the middle moving the 
tongs so as to barely lap over on to 
the gummed side of the mount and 
press to the page. Immediately re- 
move the tongs and adjusting the 
stamp to position and covering with 
a piece of clean paper press or rub 
sufficiently to finish the job in a 
workmanlike manner. Then let it rest 
in peace. Of course clean hands are 
always essential.

Fine Collection Vanishes 





Carl J. Schroder, S. P. A. 5959, 
Fond du Lac, Wis., sustained the loss 
of a specialized German collection, 
which was taken from a brief case 
left in a room adjoining the one in 
which he was drilling the American 
Legion Drum Corps. The collection, 
contained in a KaBe album, was vir- 
tually complete complete in the older 
issues and from No. 92 on was com- 
plete in blocks of four mint. Con- 
tained also a good showing of Ger- 
man colonies and about 20 covers, 
autographed by such notables as Von 
Luckner, Ludendorff and Count Zep- 
pelin. The collection has been inven- 
toried only recently and found to cata- 
log nearly $2,000. Local efforts to lo- 
cate the collection since the loss about 
Nov. 19 have failed and it is believed 
that the thief intended to offer it in 
whole or in part to dealers.

mailed to me on December 2. Don’t 
know whether this is used only at 
Christmas, or is used at all times of 
the year. A letter mailed the pre- 
vious day bore the slogan, “Manila— 
Trade Center—of the—Pacific.” 

“Old Ironsides” has been issued a 
type 3 cancel, and used this on covers 
mailed Christmas Day, the words, 
“CRISTOBAL—CANAL ZONE,” ap- 
pearing in the location spaces, the 
usual black ink being used. A rubber- 
stamped picture of this famous old 
frigate is applied to the covers in 
green ink, and they are backstamped 
at Cristobal.

Mail Users, there are

gress, to put first class letter postage 
back to 2 cents.
